July 25, 1966, question was brought up by Mrs. Sadler 
as to why the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
is still doing business with the Diamond Printing Company. 

Dr. King said in answer to the question that he did not 
know that we were still doing business with Diamond Printing. 

In answer to Mrs. Mack's question, Reverend Young volunteered 
that Blackwell had related. to him that because Diamond Printing 
Company had stood beside the Southern Chr isti®j^ieadership 
Conference in the recent automobile question imgh involving 
/ some stolen cars Diamond had been "pressured by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation" to "point the finger" at SCLC in the 
matter of the stolen cars. He said that because Morris Finley 
had stood behind the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
in this matter, he felt SCLC should stand beside Diamond 
Printing Company and still do business with them. Mrs. Hunter ' 
mentioned that she had noted On one occasion when Diamond had 
sent in a purchase invoice stating that certain goods had been 
delivered to the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, that 
on examining the physical properties delivered she discovered 
the goods were not actually delivered as invoiced. Dr. King

Levi son said the advertisement would be headlined 
"It is Not Enough to Condemn Black Power", and will read in part 
as follows : 

"There may be no means of obviating all riots everywhere 
this summer. SCLC has, however, offered a constructive lesson in; 
its recent actions. 'We were daring enough to march through 
Mississippi to give disciplined expression to burning indignation. 
In the face of cries of black power the SCLC summoned 50*000 
Negroes in the sweltering slums of Chicago to assemble non- 
violently for protest and they responded magnificently". 

Levison, in continuing said, he would further state in 
the article that the burden now shifts to the municipal, state 
and federal authorities and others in seats of power. If they 
continue to use the SCLC’s non-violence as a cushion for com- 
placency, the wrath of those suffering will arise, Levison 
remarked. He said the consequences could be an unmanageable social 
disorder and moral disaster. 

At King's suggestion, according to the source, Levison: 
said he would handle the Chicago riots in the advertisement by 
noting how ironic it was that four days of rioting occurred^ 
because of an attempt to shut off a water hydrant. After the riots 
the city quickly found $10,000 for portable swimming pools, but 
meanwhile, the state was spending $1,000,000 each day for the 
National Guard, Levison cautioned King not to go off too much on 
the Chicago riots in this letter, since the main.’ purpose of the 
letter and advertisement will be the subject of black power versus 
non-violence. 

In commenting on the SCLC's funds appeal, Levison said 
an appeal was sent to 80,000 at the end of June and that the result 
have been unexpectedly good. In fact, Levison said, one person 
who normally contributes only $50 gave $1,000.

Wednesday's (July 20, i960) issue of "The New York Times", 
attributed to Alfred Friendly, Jr., captioned "Chicago Officials 
Voice Concern Over Apparent Gang Alliance With Rights Leaders". 
Levi son complained that this story quoted Edward Marciniak of the 
unicago Human Relations Commission as making some stuped obser- 
vations concerning King's efforts to bring gang leaders into the 
movement. According to Levison, the story ;toid how the gang 
members were won over to non-violence and what actually came out 
°l + . tJ:le . S ^ ory was an ext; raordinary victory for King. The account 
attempted to tell the story from the viewpoint of Chicago City 
morals but wound up telling the story for King, 


In fact, according to Levison, the account was so 
Tavorable to King, that a public relations man in New York who 
represents the Field Foundation and the Taconic Foundation, 

Qn?^ aC ^ ed -. j larence Jonea on Wednesday, July 20, 1966, and said the 
bCLC should seek one million dollars in foundation money. However, 
prior to reading the article in the paper, the man had been very 
reluctant to commit himself as favoring help from the foundation. 


Levison expressed doubt that either the Field Foundation 
qr the laconic Foundation would be the right one to approach for 
ii^oney for the Chicago Project because the Field Foundation is 
qhicago baaed ,and King's relations with the Taconic Foundation 
were not very clear. Levison said that he and Jones were trying 
to determine what foundation would be the most suitable one. 

_ J4 ng reve aled. that he would leave Atlanta on July 21, 

•° pk lc ®S°> but would probably be in New York City on Monday 
night, July. 25s 1966, to fill an appointment with some foundation 
representatives on Tuesday, July 26, 1966. Levison said the 
Field Foundation was bringing in the Ford Foundation and wanted to 
involve the Stern Family Fund in the Tuesday meeting in New York 
Cloy. However, according to Harry Wachtel, the Stern Family Fund 
should not be brought in. Levison said he agreed, adding that the 
i*ield and Ford Foundations could handle the Citizenship Training 
School since it would only be a drop in the bucket for Ford.

King said he wanted to fund the Citizenship Education 
Program over a five year period,, therefore, felt that some other 
foundations should get involved. 

In commenting on strategy to be used during Tuesday's 
meeting with the foundations, Levison suggested that an effective 
approach to the foundations would be to show them that it took 
the Youth Board in New York City almost ten years and. tens. of 
millions of dollars to accomplish what King has done in Chicago 
in less than a year. Levison asserted that Chicago is the only 
major city in the country which still has fighting gangs but that 
King has been the only person able to move in and do something with 
them. Levison felt that in view of the danger of outbreaks and 
the positive constructive social work done it should be well worth 
the support of a foundation to allow King to continue and expand 
his work in Chicago. 

According to the source, a meeting is to be held in New 
York City on Tuesday, July 26, 1966, from 12:30 P»w. to 2:30 p.m. 

To the best of the source’s deduction the meeting will be a 
Board meeting (probably the SCLC), 

Levison inquired if King had given any thought to a 
couple of days of deliberating(while King is in New York City).. 

King said he had and in fact, had been contacted by Bayard Rustin, 
and who suggested a meeting to discuss where things stood and to 
determine their future direction in view of the internal conflicts 
which now exist in the civil rights movement. King said he. was 
very much in favor of a meeting but would be unable to remain in 
New York City next week, since he had to be in Chicago on Wednesday. 
July 27, 1966. He : then suggested the meeting for Thursday and 
Friday, July 28-29, 1966, in Chicago, Illinois. 

Levison told King that he felt that an examination was 
due about where the civil lights movement stood in relations to 
the whole decade. He said this was due to a very fundamental change 
in the whole white power structure. He contended that the Negro 
ceased being an under dog after Selma and as a consequence, they 
were reaching those areas where it was not easy for the white power

structure to give cheap victories and concessions to the civil 
rights movement because, by doing so, it paid for therein either 
money, political influence or a substantial change in its social 
relationship. Levi son pointed out that the mayors of the nation's 
three largest cities, New York, Chicago and Los Angeles, had 
hardened and insisted that there was a reason why^they were^so ^ 
firm in not making concessions at this time. Levi son said ''they 
were coming to "hard rock" and it was important to realize it in 
order to understand what kind of conditions were possible. 

Levi son said he had a difference of opinion with Bayard 
Rustin about "the way coalition is expressed" and insisted that 
coalition, always means that "the self-interest of the other group 
is served by the coalition". Levison said if he could not see 
that the other group had a self interest, he did not expect them 
to stay as allies. 

In concluding their contact, Levison and King agreed 
that the following should attend the Chicago discussion on 
Thursday and Friday of next week; Levison, King, Rustin, Clarence 
Jones, Harry Wachtel, Ralph Helstein, Bob Greene, Andrew Young 
(Executive Director of the SGLC) and Randy, (Randolph Blackwell).

Levison* s differences 
with the CP however are merely tactical and he 
continues his ideological adherence to Communism.

"The Southern Patriot" was cited as an "Organ" of 
the SOUTHERN CONFERENCE FOR HUMAN WELFARE (SCHW) by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, on the 
SCHW, June 12, 1947. 

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 

June 16, 1947. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
Of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on February 25, 
1961, that the Communist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some influence 
in the SCEF. 


A second source, who is familiar with some phases of 
Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on 
June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW was in existence, 
Communist Party (CP) members have not been encouraged to work 
in the SCEF. The source stated the SCEF is a progressive, 
liberal organization, which he considers a CP front organi- 
sation because it has gone along with the Communist Party on 
certain issues, particularly on the racial question. 

On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that in 
the past he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI , the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual
